The Soviet Union has 
warned the big three 
Western Powers that 
any moves to draw 
Middle Enstern ma- 
tions into military 
alliances could have

States, Britain and 
France, the Soviets 
also declared they 
would hold Western 
Powers _ responsible 
for any trouble in the 


explosive Middle East. 

The .State Department 
suid that tho Soviet note, 
delivered {o the American 
Embassy in Moscow yester- 
day, merely repeated pre- 
vious Soviet statements on 
the Middle East, 

Consideration 


“If we find anything con- 
structive in the note, it will 
be given serious considera- 
tion,” a State Department 
spokesman said, 

OMetnig sald later that the 
nots appeared . to be o “pro=- 
poganda rehash” of previous 
Sovict proposals on the Mid- 
dic East which have already, 
been rejected: by the West. 

In their latest note, the 
Sovicts repeated previous pro- 
posalg that the West join in o 
Big Four declaration pledging 
non-interference ‘ in the inter 
nal affairs of Middle Eastern 
countries. and renunciation of 
moves to enlist these countries 
“dn military’ blocs.” ‘The United 
States, Britain ond France told 
Russin lost June 1) thot such 
a declaration “is unnecessary.” 

The Soviets also have rejected 
another proposal made Jn June 
by the West that dhe » Soviet 
Union could take any steps to- 


ward Middle Enst peace and 
sceurlly “by working construc- 
tively within the United 
Natlons, . ."

RUSSIA ASKS FOR 
POSTPONEMENT OF 
COUNCIL MEETING 


By RALPH TEATSORTH 


United Nations, Sept. 4. 
A cecurity Council mecting to re-elect 
Dag Hammarskjold as UN Secrotary- 
General’ has’ been indefinitely post- 
‘poned at Russia’s request, it was 
learned today. 
The meeting had been unofficially set for tomorrow 
but the Soviets earlier this week notified the 
Council that the date was not to their liking. 


No new date has been fixed. = 
Western diplomatic sources privately uccused the Russians 
of playing UN politics with Hammarskjold’s  re- 
election for a five-year term that would expire in 
April, 1968. * 


Connected With Hungary 


These sources sugested that the Soviet'’s reasons for re- 
questing « postponement were connected with the 
renewal of debate on Hungary. A special General 
Assembly session has been called for Tuesday to take 
up the Hungarian problem. : 

Russia gave no particular reason for requesting the. post- 
ponement of a Security Council meoting on Ham- 
marakjold’s re-election. ‘They stated that they were 
not ready for it and took the attitude that there was 
no reason for hpste in any event. : 

In o sense there is no reason to hurry, Hammurskjold's first 
five-year term expires April 10, 1958. “The Security Council 
would first have fo approve him for a second ‘term and then 
the General Assembly would have to vote in seerct ballot for 
his re-appoiniment, “The regular Assembly session opens on 
Sept. 2 and probably would end just before Christmas. 


Hoped-To Obtain 


Most of the Council members, including all Western delegations, 
hac hoped lo obtain that body's approval prior to the opening 
of the recutar Assembly session. There were indications that 
Hammarskjold himself was ayrecable to such Procedure; 

Neither the Soviet Union nor any other member has expressed 
opposition to Mammarskjold’s serving another term: ‘The 
Swedish diplomat hrs commanded the stipport and respect of 
the entire arganisauion so far us ls known. No other candidate 
fon ue Secretary-Genvralship has been suggested openly or 
otherwise, 


The West, in effect, accures Russia of stalling on the Hammarskjold 
re-election to enhance tts bargaining position on any big issuo 
thnt may come befare the UN during the Assembly session. 

There was soine Indication that the Western member natons on 
the Security Council might consult with one onother in an 
effort to Nnd a way to force the Soviet hand on this matter.— 
United Press,

Captain Jahnsen knew all 
about the pirates. In fact, 
some of ‘his fricnds wero vic~ 
tims of earlier piracles, But 
he had been lucky; and why 
shouldn't his luck hold? 

He had occasion to scrutinise 
his deck passengers bttfore 
the ship sailed, but he could 
not detect anything unusual. 
He_remembered thinking that 
no one resembled a cut-throat, 
anyway. 

Famous last thoughts! 

Dawn came on October 19, 
the third duy of the journey 
south, It was o pleasant mom- 
Ing and gave promise of another 
good day’s sailing,

BRIDGE _ RUSHED

- RESCUED 


Those who could swim jump- 
ed overboard with = ilfebelts; 
others slipped down the listing 
ship's sides or squeezed’ out of 
portholes. 


Onc ‘injured passenrer said: 
"Tt lay on the deck until the 
submarine . came alongside, 1.
